for  Utah,  In  the  shot  Scott  and 
Shober  of  the  Y one-two  ahead  of 
McDonald  of  Utah. 

Snell  and  Garn  of  B.  Y,  did  their 
bit  by  placing  one-two  in  the  javelin. 
Utah  came  close  to  a clean  sweep  in 
the  pole  vault  with  a final  score  of 
8 1-3,  to  the  Y’s  2-3.  Taylor,  that 
snappy  little  Freshman  miler  of  the 
Y took  an  easy  first  to  boost  the 
score  five  more  points.

Wright  of  Utah 
nosed  out  a first  in  the  sprint  over 
Hutchings  of  the  Y.  Lewis,  Wilson 
each  stood  well  up  in  the  competition, 

Floyd  Millet,  taking  the  crowd  by 
surprise,  outdid  himself  to  win  a first 
place  over  Richins  and  Cox  of  Utah- 
Shober  and  Madsen  gained  six  points 
in  the  discus  to  Utah’s  three;  and 
so  the  meet  progressed  making  it  nip 
and  tuck  throughout  the  entire  day 
until  the  mile  relay  gave  the  decision 
to  the  Y.
